As people all over gather to 
commemorate this bicentennial 
anniversary, many have found 
the return to Thoreau' s writings 
as an appropriate way to not

only revisit the works of a master of American literature, 
but also to find solace and solutions to the contemporary 
American's inner and outer conflicts with which we 
currently struggle. 

The Mattapoisett Library and the Mattapoisett 
Land Trust on Saturday, August 19, hosted a small, 
intimate, yet casual event by the harbor at Munro Park to 
observe the 200* birthday of Thoreau, with each attendee 
reading excerpts from various Thoreau books and essays 
that personally resonated with them. 

When the Thoreau Society contacted Mattapoisett 
Library Director Susan Pizzolato and asked the library to 
honor Thoreau' s 200* birthday by hosting an event that 
would promote the life, work, and legacy of Henry David 
Thoreau, Pizzolato went to the Land Trust to coordinate 
holding a reading of the works of Thoreau at a MLT 
property. There was a reason for selecting Munro Park 
specifically for this event, Pizzolato said. 

"It was time to do things that Ruth Munro would 
enjoy," said Pizzolato, describing the character of Ruth 
Munro, the woman who lived in the big yellow house

across the street that donated the oceanside land to 
the Town. 'Tt's one of the reasons we thought we'd do 
something in a literary fashion." 

Commenting on the civil unrest in America 
this past week and referencing Thoreau's essay Civil 
Disobedience, Pizzolato asked, "What better American 
writer and thinker to celebrate right now?" 

"It's a good time to go back and read some Henry 
David Thoreau," Pizzolato said. 

Thoreau held liberal religious views, subscribing 
to the Kantian-based Transcendentalism philosophy that 
holds the spiritual above the material, the instinct over 
logic, nature above institution. Vehemently opposed 
to slavery, he was a conductor of the Underground 
Railroad and devoted many months to the exploration of 
transcendental pursuits - his most famous being his two 
year stay in a small cabin at Walden Pond in Concord, 
Massachusetts from 1845 to 1847. 

Aside from a brief stint in jail in 1846 for refusing 
to pay his poll tax to support the war with Mexico - a war 
he considered to be immoral - he spent those two years 
in solitude, taking walks, writing in his personal journal, 
and writing essays. 

Ellen Flynn, member of both the MET and the 
Friends of the Mattapoisett Library, handed out copies 
of excerpts from Thoreau's essays Civil Disobedience and 
Walking for attendees to read aloud. 

MET President Mike Huegenin read a passage 
from Walking that resonated with him: "I have met with 
but one or two persons in the course of my life who 
understood the art of Walking, that is, of taking walks - 
who had a genius, so to speak, for sauntering.... He who 
sits still in a house all the time may be the greatest vagrant 
of all; but the saunterer, in the good sense, is no more 
vagrant than the meandering river, which is all the while

sedulously seeking the shortest course to the sea." 

"And with ten miles of Land Trust trails [in 
Mattapoisett]," said Huegenin, in his own words, "there's 
plenty of good sauntering out there." 

As the bees buzzed, stirring the fragrance of the 
rosa rugosa they were instinctively drawn to, the group 
took turns sharing the Thoreau quote they too were 
instinctively drawn to. The opalescent surface of the 
water swirled in the subtle waves, keeping time like a 
primordial metronome until the hour arrived to pack up 
the modest arrangement of chairs and the serving table 
with berries, fruits, and coffee. 

Pizzolato left an impression of the essence of 
Thoreau upon the guests, reading from friend Ralph

'It began after the Civil War," LaFleur explained. 
She said granges were started to help the struggling 
farmers after the war that had devastated the landscape 
both north and south of the Mason-Dixon line. "Today we 
get involved with legislation," she said. 

Rochester Grange also gets involved helping 
the local and larger community. "Every year, we give 
the third graders at Rochester Memorial School their 
own children's dictionary in a program we call 'Words 
For Thirds,"' LaFleur said. She said the dictionaries are 
something that the students look forward to and get to 
keep when the school year ends. 

And the Rochester Grange's compassionate 
consideration of others goes beyond the town lines. 

"We help with children who are taken into foster care." 
LaFleur explained that the membership provides 
"hygiene bags" filled with such essential items as 
toothbrushes, soap, face cloths, and shampoo. "When 
the children are taken into DCF care, they have nothing." 
The grange members also collect gift cards, which 
are distributed to the children. "The teens especially 
appreciate the cards." 

Regarding the early proactive work granges 
pursued, LaFleur said that in its history granges 
advocated for rural mail delivery, railroad expansions, 
and electricity through political action that influenced 
legislation. Lobbying on behalf of rural Americans 
continues at the national level, she said. 

LaFleur seemed most proud to share that 
granges were one of the first organizations that granted 
women full membership. "Women were always allowed 
to vote, even before they were given the right to vote, 
and they could hold office in the granges too," she said 
enthusiastically. 

Considering that membership to granges has 
dwindled as family lifestyles have changed, the LaFleurs 
and the members of the Rochester Grange are steadfast 
in their belief that the work they do is important to the 
overall fabric of the community. 

From the National Grange website we find the 
following: Every year, Grange members give thousands of

''Fve had this one maybe three years. Someone 
else built it, but they never flew it," Brito said. "Some 
people are afraid to fly on water." 

Then, Brito tried what is a fairly routine rudder 
turn maneuver and ... SPLASH! His Cessna divebombed 
into the middle of the pond, ending the relaxing 
afternoon for him. 

"Another one for you!" someone called out to the 
two men in a boat whose job it was to recover crashed 
planes. When they got back to the shore, Brito's plane 
was done for the day, but not in terrible shape; the other 
plane, however, was in two parts and would be going 
back into the shop for sure. 

Brito was one of a crew of around 25 RC plane 
and flying boat enthusiasts who took to the shores of 
Mary's Pond on Saturday for the John Nicolaci Memorial 
Float Fly 

"That's three or four to go down today," said 
Andy Argenio, New England vice president of the 
governing American Model Aeronautics organization 
(AM A). "Typically, it's only one or two. Today, who 
knows why?

occasion fifty, sixty planes in the air here, but this is a nice 
day." 

Flyers and a few spectators camped out on the 
hill eating lunch from a food truck and watched the 
planes and flying boats buzz through the air.

"The first flight, he ran out of battery - not fuel 
- and it crashed," Carreiro said. "And the Coast Guard 
showed up because they thought it was a real plane. And 
that's typical." 

"So he rebuilt it and tried it again, and this time it 
was successful," Argenio said. "He was a luminary in our 
field, years ahead of his time, and a wonderful guy." 

The AM A has 200,000 members and is sanctioned 
by the FA A. Like any hobby, the cost is up to the 
dedication (obsession?) of the participant. 

"You can go out and fly a little foam flyer for 
five hundred dollars, or you can spend thirty to forty 
thousand dollars," Argenio said. "We have a jet meet 
next week in Gardner, and we have a guy who comes in 
from New York, full-length trailer, oak-lined, a hundred 
thousand in planes, golf cart, everything. And he has 
someone drive him out to the middle of the field, watches 
his jet fly by at 200 miles an hour, has a drink, and that's 
it. 

"But it's really something people enjoy, and there 
are plenty of different ways to enjoy it."

of the horizon as viewed from her deck outside her home 
on Buzzards Bay. It is the same view, yet a view that 
changes from moment to moment, day to day, season by 
season, over time. 

And it is time of which Hobler spoke with great 
reverence during her presentation at the Mattapoisett 
Library on August 16 where she discussed her current 
photographic journey through the use of both camera 
phone and a film camera. 

"I take at least one picture everyday ... no specific 
time, but everyday," Hobler said. "It's like collecting 
time," she tried to explain. 

Faced with life-alerting health challenges, Hobler 
now finds photography the best way to explore the 
present, remain present, and to come to terms with the 
inevitability of change. 

Hobler appreciates that by taking pictures of 
the same scene she is documenting that place . . . that 
place in time. "Each picture informs the other. The mass 
accumulation makes it more dramatic.... They become 
more and more dramatic as they come to me." 

Of the images captured on her phone, she said, 
"They are like little jewels." She currently has over 1,000 
such photos on her handheld device. 

One of the attendees to the evening presentation 
asked Hobler what inspired her current work. She replied 
without hesitation, "I don't know why I began doing it or 
what I want to get from it, but it is enjoyable."

Hobler said that the view from her deck is a view 
she has been looking at her entire life and that there is 
a deep sense of continuity when she considers that one 
hundred years from now, that view will still be there. 

As for the actual picture taking, Hobler was 
candid that she doesn't fully understand how to use the 
film camera. "I just point and shoot." She is not formally 
trained as a photographer. The images, however, speak, as 
if taken by a photographer with a deep understanding of 
composition, color, and love of natural elements. 

Hobler has produced several pictorial books, 
including one that contains pictures of a seagull she 
has named 'Ladybird' and others that are collections of 
photographs that are much more like paintings. "I have 
to be very careful when selecting photographs for the 
books. . . . My mood impacts what I select." 

The meditative and yoga-like balance of Hobler 's 
latest photographs is no accident. She has practiced both 
for many years and currently teaches yoga. There is also 
a contemplative poetic sensation one is left with after 
entering the images and then returning to the current 
place and time. 

In an interview she gave to Panopticon Imaging 
in January 2017 regarding her current artistic endeavors, 
Hobler said, "It's reflective, rhythmic journalistic ritual. 
Taken from the same place daily, and most often multiple 
times per day, I stand facing south over Buzzards Bay to 
document the pageant that is my front yard.

Wall" and wanted others to experience its power - people 
who could not travel to Washington to see it themselves. 

It arrived to Wareham by travelling down Route 
6 on Wednesday when it was met with an unofficial 
ceremonial guard 
of area first 
responders. The 
Rochester Fire 
Department erected 
a giant American 
flag by the 
Wareham border for 
the Moving Wall's 
transport trailer to 
pass beneath. 

Keynote 
speaker for the 
opening ceremony, 
former Chief of Staff 
of the U.S. Army 
General George 
W. Casey Jr. (2007- 
2011), recounted the 
first time he visited 
the wall in Washington. He remembers it as if it were 
yesterday. The emotions he felt when he caught his first 
glimpse of the staggering scale of the monument took his 
breath away. 


"I felt like a hand grabbed me at the throat 
and I was overcome with emotion," Casey said. "The 
experience is indelibly etched in my mind," he said, 
overlapping with the wound of having lost his father. 
General George W. Casey, Sr., age 48, on July 7, 1970 when 
his helicopter crashed. 

"It's as vivid for me then as it is now," he said. 

It was a somber evening on that field in Wareham 
on Thursday night. Present were many veterans of the 
Vietnam War - the 'all who gave some' who turned out to 
view the names of the others - the 'some who gave all.' 

The wall of names reflects the image of the viewer, 
connecting them both as if providing closure of the circle 
starting the process of healing. 

Although there are no names of people who 
resided in the Tri-Town at that time listed on the wall, it 
is impossible to find one town anywhere within driving 
distance to Wareham where there isn't somebody who has 
been touched by the loss of someone they knew during 
the Vietnam War. 

Always remembered, as Major Paul Barnett, Army 
National Guard reminded us. "And never forgotten."

private group should not be granted permission to use 
the fairground on a regular / weekly basis, arguing that 
the regular use of the grounds was not the original intent

This past Monday evening. Hartley suggested 
the Town inform neighbors and abutters of the Rochester 
Country Fair grounds of the new RCF property guidelines 
committee, which will include one RCF neighbor 
(not already on the RCF Committee) amongst the five 
members.

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Hot Outside - Hot Inside 

Rochester Planning Board

While the temperatures simmered outside on 
August 22, the tempers simmered inside the Rochester 
Council on Aging Center when the Rochester Planning 
Board held its meeting. 

What should have been fine tuning and 
housekeeping on site plans submitted by Wellspring 
Farms, as proprietors Jim and Holly Vogel sought to 
bring closure to the many months of site improvement 
planning, turned into another airing of long-held 
grievances by abutter Kathy Mendoza. 

Ken Motta of Field Engineering, the peer review 
consultant, had reviewed the latest iteration of the site 
plan, ticking off such items as additional fencing, gravel 
driveways, signage, and handicap parking as hn process' 
or 'to be completed' in the coming weeks. 

The Planning Board members seemed quite 
satisfied with the progress that had been made in 
satisfying abutter concerns and other issues. But Mendoza 
remained steadfast in her assertion that her home life 
has been destroyed by the operation of the experiential 
therapy clinic the Vogels operate at 42 Hiller Road. 

"There's constant noise from kids screaming," 
Mendoza said. Continuing on, she stated, "We have 
suffered." The hearing continued in this vein with the 
Vogels' counsel George Boerger refuting Mendoza's 
comments, including her complaint that the Vogels had 
"flown under the radar for years" and were now being 
rewarded. 

Chairman Arnold Johnson took umbrage to 
Mendoza's comment, saying, "Hold on. This plan has 
changed significantly." He said conditions would be 
put in place to satisfy many of abutters concerns and if 
complaints are lodged, those will be investigated. 

Boerger said, "The implication that we were 
flying under the radar is a gross exaggeration. Jim had a 
permit as a right at the time, a lawful permit," referring 
to an earlier board's permitting of the operation under an 
agricultural activity. 

Bitter words continued, and Jim Vogel countered. 
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''These things are not true at all. ... We've had enough. ... 
Do we have to hear it again!" 

Planning Board member Lee Carr shouted, "Take 
it outside!" 

As things simmered down, the board asked the 
applicant to agree to a continuation and to return with the 
edits requested for the plans. The hearing was continued 
until September 12. 

Also getting an earful from concerned residents 
was Steve Long of Borrego Solar Systems for property 
located at 453 Rounseville Road. The planned 9,000-unit 
solar voltaic array developer has met several times with 
Rochester boards and was returning after an August 7 
hearing when representatives failed to answer all the 
questions raised. 

Long presented his edits based on comments 
by, once again, Ken Mott a of Field Engineering, the peer 
review consultant. Such issues as the number of trees 
that would be removed, placement of transformers 
and associated equipment, stormwater management, 
screening, and service roads were all discussed. 

Board member Gary Florindo asked if the 
overhead electrical cables could be placed underground. 
Long said the utility provider governed that aspect of the 
project, but after some pressure from several members 
of the public, said he would discuss that option with the 
operating partners. 

Strong sentiment against the project came up 
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again and again as members of the public and abutters 
shared their opposition towards the project. 

John Sheehan said, ''You're going to put an 
industrial solar project in a residential area! They are 
eyesores. It's going to damage my property. It's going to 
destroy the character of the town!" he stressed. 

Others were concerned that the solar panels 
would leach toxins into the land and water. Still others 
wanted to know why Rochester was becoming a place for 
so many solar projects. 

Johnson explained that they could not refuse 
to allow solar projects. But Florindo agreed that it was 
"getting a little bit too far out of hand." Yet he defended 
the work of the Planning Board, saying, "People sitting 
at this table are the same as the people sitting in those 
chairs," pointing to the public. "We've been to the site; 
we're listening to all your information. ... I have to do my 
duty." 

Then Planning Board member Michael Murphy 
asked the public, "Are you ready to go to court?" The 
audience roared, "YES! We are ready to go to court." 

Johnson calmed the proceedings, saying, 

"We have to take a reasonable interpretation of the 
regulations." Then he reminded the crowd that when the 
townspeople were against a cell phone tower, a judge 
settled the matter by giving the town the opportunity to 
select a location or he would do it from them. "We can't 
prohibit solar farms," he said. 

Several in attendance said they had been in 
contact with Representative William Straus' office and 
would share emails received. 

The hearing was continued until September 12. 

Also continued until the September 12 meeting 
are two continued hearings by applicant Craig Canning 
(including one for Progressive Growers) for two business 
ventures he is pursuing. The agricultural distribution 
facility that he plans for Kings Highway was vetted first. 

Motta was again front and center as the peer 
review consultant, saying in his commentary to the board 
that issues he had brought to Canning's engineering 
consultant had been addressed. Such matters as erosion 
controls, septic placement, traffic site lines, and traffic 
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routing via Route 28 were discussed. 

The board waived the septic setback requirements 
and agreed that the Kings Highway curb cut would only 
be used for emergency vehicles. 

The hearing was continued until September 12 
to give the Conservation Commission adequate time to 
complete their plan review. 

Canning was up again for the last hearing of the 
evening with his plans for a permanent farm stand and 
retail business located on Marion Road. 

Once again, the board members seemed satisfied 
with site plan modifications that had been requested at 
the previous meeting, covering such items as wooden 
guardrails, handicap parking, driveway and parking 
areas, and screening. 

But once again things got heated when Attorney 
Donald Fleming attempted to point out problems with the 
plan as he represented abutter Mrs. Kenneth Cutler of 223 
Marion Road. 

Fleming took exception to the number of 
additional vehicles the business would draw into the 
residential area, the use of a second building proposed for 
the site, and lighting. 

Johnson said that it was too early in the review 
process for this business, and that since Fleming had not 
been in attendance at earlier meetings he was unaware 
that some issues had already been discussed. 

Then Cutler asked to speak. 

"I do not want it across the street," Cutler began. 
"I don't want a commercial building in that field." She 
went on to complain heartily about the current traffic 
problems on Route 105, but her biggest issue was that 
the commercial structure will be situated in a field she 
currently enjoys viewing. 

The hearing was continued until September 12 to 
give the applicant time to complete site plans edits. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for September 12 at 7:00 pm in the Rochester 
Council on Aging Center on Dexter Lane. 

Verizon Withdraws, Storage Units To Expand 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

On August 17, before diving into the hearings 
before them, Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals 
Chairman Susan Akin announced that Verizon's request 
for a special permit for property located at 34 Mechanic 
Street had been withdrawn without prejudice. 

The utility had asked during the July hearing 
for a special permit that would allow the installation 
of a larger, more efficient air conditioning system that 
would enable the building to handle more sophisticated 
computers. 

That request received abutter opposition, and 
the utility was asked to provide other options versus 
simply installing a larger AC unit on the roof of the 
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structure. The hearing had been continued at the request 
of the applicant. On August 17, the utility requested a 
withdrawal without prejudice. That was granted. 

Moving on to the scheduled hearings, Tom 
Brownell, proprietor of Mattapoisett Storage Inc. located 
at 7 Industrial Drive, came before the board with a 
request for a variance to construct new storage buildings 
that would encroach on the side setback requirements. 

Brownell explained that before filing his 
application, he had searched extensively throughout 
Mattapoisett for commercial property. ''There isn't any!" 
he told the board members. 

"We need to expand. I'm turning people away, people 
from the Tri-Town area." He said that other businesses 
were experiencing the same problem when attempting to 
secure commercial locations in town. 

Brownell said, "I know this isn't the right board 
for this, but we need more commercial property in 
Mattapoisett." He said his boat storage business was 
experiencing the same issue and that he was turning 
away potential business in that category as well. 

Akin asked if his hardship - the nearly singular 
criteria a variance is applied for and considered - was 
lack of space. He said yes. 

Weighing the pros and cons of the appeal, board 
member Paul Millott said, "Everything looks reasonable." 

Director of Inspectional Services Andy Bobola 
told the board, "This is a tough one." He asked Brownell 
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if there was anyway he could reconfigure the boat storage 
area also located on the parcel. Brownell said it was too 
dangerous to have storage customers driving in and 
around areas designated for boat storage. 

Brownell said a neighboring business had 
received a variance based on the same issue - lack of 
space - and he hoped the board would give him the same 
consideration. 

Attorney John Mathieu, in attendance on an 
unrelated matter, said, ''There is no industrial space in 
town," noting his years as a member of the Mattapoisett 
Planning Board. ". . .He has good use of his property," 
ending his comments by saying the board should issue the 
variance. 

Board member Ken Pacheco said, "I don't see a 
problem.... He runs a good business ... [and] provides a 
service to the town." 

The variance was unanimously approved. 

Also receiving approval was Daniel Suprenant, 

1 Pine Ridge Drive, for a special permit to construct a 
garage larger than allowed. Suprenant explained that 
the three-car garage would only be marginally over the 
allowed square footage and would allow for a storage 
bump out in the back of the structure. 

Suprenant was asked about a comment on the 
plans that indicated the space above the garage would be 
a guest suite, but which was not part of the special permit 
application before them. The board members felt they 
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could approve the garage, but not the second-floor guest 
unit. 

Bobola said the applicant would have to return to 
the appeals process if he wanted to use the second-story 
space for anything other than storage. The special permit 
was approved. 

Special permits were also approved for the 
construction of a 10-foot by 11-foot addition to property 
owned by Maxwell Pennock, 54 North Street, and to 
Katherine Minevitz, Freeman Street, for the construction 
of a 16-foot by 18-foot one-story garage. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals is scheduled for September 21 at 6:00 
pm in the town hall conference room. 

Subdivision Resembles 'Afghanistan/ 
Says Chairman 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

Viewing the 2017 eclipse of the sun might have 
been tricky in the Tri-Town area on August 21. What with 
the hazy atmospheric conditions, residual smoke from 
forest fires in Canada, and only partial coverage of the sun 
as the moon passed over, the event wasn't as dramatic as 
one would have wished. 

But the photographic evidence presented by Gail 
Carlson, Planning Board member and resident of the 
Brandt Point Village subdivision, was crystal clear and 
left no shadow of a doubt that developer Marc Marcus 
of Omega Financial has not met established construction 
deadlines. 

As the board members looked at the packet of 
images Carlson prepared for the meeting. Chairman Tom 
Tucker called the site "a war zone." 

There have been a number of meetings of the 
Mattapoisett Planning Board where this subdivision has 
been a constant theme. Tucker has instructed Planning 
Board Administrator Mary Crain on several occasions 
to invite Marcus and his team, along with members of 
the town's board of health, conservation commission, 
and town administration, to meet and try to resolve the 
problems faced by residents living in Phase 1. To date, 
those parties have not responded, Crain confirmed. 

On this night, Nathan Ketchel, Janice Robbins, 
Karen Field, along with Crain, Carlson, and Tucker, 
shook their heads over the photographs with obvious 
disappointment. 

"It looks like Afghanistan," Tucker sighed. 
Robbins asked if the development team had responded 
to Crain's emailed invitations to meet with the board, to 
which Tucker interjected, "I'm wondering if we'll ever see 
them again!" 

Robbins asked, "What's the remedy?" Tucker 
seemed at a loss. He asked Carlson if construction on 
Phase 2 had begun. "They've poured footings," she 
replied. 
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'T don't know why they would build in Phase 
2 when they know they can't get occupancy permits," 
Tucker said with raw frustration. 

Tucker asked Crain to send the photographs to 
the Board of Health, Conservation Commission, Building 
Department, Highway Department, Board of Selectmen, 
the town administrator, and town counsel, saying of the 
pictures, "Maybe these will get us some help." 

Also referred to during this discussion was a 
report submitted by Ken Motta of Field Engineering, the 
Town's peer review consultant on the project. 

Tucker said Motta' s report was quite detailed and 
reinforced what the photographs showed. Tucker said 
the photographs might help with securing the Cease and 
Desist Order he has lobbied for over many months of 
discussions. 

Earlier in the meeting, the board members dived 
back into bylaw drafting in advance of the Fall Special 
Town Meeting. They revisited language on the sign bylaw, 
attempting to make the text more specific, yet easier to 
use by both the public and the town departments. 

They discussed everything from the types of signs 
that would be regulated versus those that were exempted, 
illumination of signs, size and placement for each zoned 
district, temporary versus permanent signs, and which 
town department would oversee enforcement based on 
type of sign in question. 

Tucker asked Crain, Ketchel, and Robbins to meet 
outside the public meeting format to hash out the many 
text edits the document required and to return to the next 
meeting with an updated draft for further review. He said 
that since only two board members would be meeting, it 
did not require a public notice. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for September 18 at 7:00 pm in the 
town hall conference room. 

Master Plan Ready for Public Review 

Marion Planning Board

Despite having no applicant proposals before 
them on Monday evening, the Marion Planning Board 
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had a full agenda of ongoing projects in preparation for 
the Fall Special Town Meeting. 

Planning Board member Norman Hills 
introduced the draft Master Plan discussion, citing the 
complete plan and its impending appearance on the Fall 
Special Town Meeting Warrant. 

"'We have submitted an article for Fall Town 
Meeting; it has been in the works for three years." Hills 
said, adding that copies of the draft Master Plan would 
be available for the public to review at the police station, 
the Elizabeth Taber Library, the Planning Board office, the 
Town Clerk's office, and online. 

Board member Jennifer Francis encouraged the 
public to read the document so that when it comes time to 
vote on it, the public would be "sufficiently familiar with 
it so they are comfortable with all of their input. ..." 

Francis also noted that the document has been 
reviewed by the Planning Board and SRPEDD and is a 
"heavily analyzed document." 

The public is invited to three meetings at which 
the Master Plan will be presented: at the regularly 
scheduled September 18 Planning Board meeting; on 
Saturday, October 14; and on Wednesday, October 18 in 
the Sippican School Multi-purpose room. 

These meetings are designed to help the public 
understand the document, but the preparers are not 
looking for any additional input. As Francis said, "Here's 
your plan. Read it and get to know it. This is not a request 
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for input." 

Hills added, "Of course, unless there is a fatal 
flaw, we'd have to deal with it." 

After Town Meeting adopts the Master Plan, the 
residents will then develop working groups to implement 
the plan. 

In other business. Planning Board Chairman 
Eileen Marum informed the board that Patrick Kelly and 
Zach Copland had visited the planning office in early 
August to request that they be able to sell pre-packaged 
ice cream at the Candy Pantry in Rooney's Barber Shop on 
Route 6. 

Kelly had been granted a special permit on July 
10 to operate the candy store, and Marum consulted the 
Board of Health and granted permission for the pre- 
packaged ice cream on August 3. 

Kelly and Copland returned to the planning office 
on August 11 to request that they be allowed to bring back 
to Marion the antique Good Humor truck that has been 
parked at the Ropewalk Plaza in Mattapoisett. Kelly said 
they would park it at Rooney's Barbershop, not for the 
sale of ice cream, but strictly for the viewing pleasure of 
the public. 

Marum expressed great concern over what 
she described as a pattern of behavior in which the 
parameters of the special permit were being challenged. 
She reminded the board of their concern they had 
expressed about traffic flow, parking, and loading at the 
site as reasons the board had not permitted the ice cream 
truck at the July meeting. She sent a letter to Kelly asking 
that he be a good neighbor and abide by the conditions of 
the special permit. 

New board member Andrew Daniel expressed 
reservations about not allowing the truck to be parked, 
and suggested that the discussion be tabled until board 
member Chris Collings, who was not present this 
evening, could participate. 

Board member Will Saltonstall questioned 
whether the issue was in the purview of the Planning 
Board if ice cream was not being sold, illustrating his 
point by saying, "If I found a funky architectural truck, I 
could park it on my property. ..." 
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Hills noted that the Marion bylaws state one can 
park up to two non-moving vehicles on one's property. 

Marum wondered, if the board allowed Kelly to 
park the truck, "Where do we draw the line?" 

The board agreed that if Kelly wanted to sell 
ice cream from the truck, he would need to resubmit 
an application, but they made no definitive decision on 
whether the truck could return to the parking lot. 

Also during the meeting, the board concluded 
its work on bylaw codification review, dispensing with 
a number of housekeeping issues, bringing the town 
document inline with Massachusetts General Laws. 

In other business, Francis asked if the Town 
should consider changing the name of the Board

of Selectmen to the more gender-neutral name of 
Selectboard. Hills said he would bring it to Town 
Counsel. Marum supported the idea, remarking that 
many other communities in the area had already 
incorporated this name change. 

Saltonstall reminded the board that he had been 
charged by the previous Planning Board Chairman 
Robert Lane to investigate the issue of accessory 
dwellings. Saltonstall met with Building Commissioner 
Scott Shippey last week to discuss the issue. The two 
will work on clarifying the bylaw and then bring it to the 
Bylaw Codification Committee. 

The issue of accessory dwellings is discussed 
in the draft Master Plan, in which the Planning Board is 
quoted as saying it is unwilling to remove the exception 
for use of accessory dwellings by family members. 
Saltonstall commented, "A lot of people [in town] feel we 
should keep the definition [of accessory dwellings] fairly 
narrow. Others feel it should be opened up a bit." 

Hills reiterated that the Town would be putting 
together working groups to implement the Master Plan, 
at which time these issues can be reviewed. 

Marum raised two issues to conclude the 
meeting. She had attended a preconstruction conference 
for the Buzzards Bay Coalition's new construction on 
the corner of Spring Street and Route 6. She wanted 
to notify the board that there was some discussion of 
substituting crushed clamshells for the proposed grass 
pavers for the surface of the driveways and parking 
areas at the building. A number of members expressed 
concern that the grass pavers were on the approved plan 
for the site, and the possible change would require the 
project to return to the Planning Board for approval. The 
stormwater calculations for the site would also need to be 
reviewed. Saltonstall felt that the idea of the clamshells 
for the site was being floated as a possibility, but believed 
that there was no need for the board to take any action 
unless they were formally notified by the Coalition. Hills 
urged the board to look at the plan of record to confirm 
what material was approved for the site. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
is scheduled for September 5 at 7:00 pm at the Sippican 
School, Park Street entrance.

A community collaboration sponsored by the 
AIDS Support Group of Cape Cod and the Bourne 
Substance Free Coalition will be held at Upper Cape 
Tech, which is located at 220 Sandwich Road in Bourne, 
on Thursday, August 31 at 6:00 pm. The training will be 
conducted at no cost by the AIDS Support Group of Cape 
Cod and is open to the public. 

Opioid overdose is one of the leading causes of 
death in Massachusetts. Examples of opioids include 
heroin, methadone, fentanyl, morphine, and many 
prescription pain medications. In order to save lives, 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Health has 
established a statewide program to provide overdose 
education and naloxone (Narcan) distribution. Narcan 
is used to reverse an opioid overdose. Narcan blocks 
the opioid's effects and restores normal breathing when 
sprayed into the nose of someone who has overdosed. It is 
safe, easy to administer and has no potential for abuse.

One of the last has fallen. Jerome Levitch, known to the 
world as Jerry Lewis, died this past Sunday at age 91. 
Since he started performing (along with his show-biz 
parents) when he was five, Lewis takes with him 86 years 
of entertainment memories. Such a man, if he remains 
mentally sharp (and it seems Lewis did), can function 
as an invaluable living record of the whos and whats of 
show biz for most of the twentieth century and some of 
the twenty-first (for instance, in 2003 he did a guest voice 
on The Simpsons). Unfortunately, age did not improve his 
prickly (at best) demeanor, and the last interview he gave, 
to the Hollywood Reporter, was notable for Lewis' lengthy, 
surly silences. 

Lewis was a man of the mid-twentieth century, 
for better or worse. That was his peak — his ten-year 
partnership with Dean Martin, and then his solo career as 
a performer / director who popularized the video-assist 
system, a process in which a video camera simultaneously 
records what the film camera is shooting. The movies 
Lewis directed — the most acclaimed being The Nutty 
Professor — have their fans, particularly (and notoriously) 
in France, where he is lauded as a genius. Dean Martin 
didn't think so, informing Lewis near the end of their 
collaboration, "You can talk about love all you want. To 

me, you're nothing but a ing dollar sign." This was 

reported in Nick Tosches' seminal Dino and corroborated 
in Lewis' own Dean and Me: A Love Story. 

Those who seek a fair but honest assessment of 
Lewis the artist and Lewis the man could do no better 
than Shawn Levy's biography King of Comedy. Named 
after the 1983 film in which Lewis gave, arguably, his 
finest performance, the book allows the star his dignity as 
a comedian with surprising longevity in an ever-changing 
entertainment landscape (his last movie. The Trust, 
was shot in 2015, 66 years after his film debut) while 
contending with his often difficult personality. Some of 
that personality flashed like a shiv whenever disability 
activists criticized him for his yearly muscular dystrophy 
telethons. In trying to raise money for a cure, Lewis threw 
political correctness to the wind, infantilizing the disabled 
and sometimes downright insulting them. Many disabled 
people don't have much patience for such "othering," 
well-meant or not, and they shouldn't. 

I'm not really a fan (you could tell, yes?), but 
I respect Lewis' legacy as a creative, and despite my 
non-fanhood I find I own the only four books you need 



concerning Jerry Lewis: the aforementioned two books, 
plus Lewis' Jerry Lewis In Person and The Total Film-Maker. 
The latter book, which I've been saying for years needs 
to be reprinted (the hardcover edition I own is currently 
fetching $245 and up on Amazon, though that might be 
a short-lived spike due to his death), is one of the best 
volumes about filmmaking ever written — or spoken, 
since the book is drawn from 480 taped hours of Lewis' 
lectures at USC. It's a terrific read, full of common- 
sense advice that's still valid 46 years later, as well as a 
prophetic passage in which he praises some unknown kid 
named Steven Spielberg on the basis of Spielberg's 1968 
short film Amblin'. 

Lewis clearly knew his stuff, the stuff of 
entertainment. The problem with those who know all 
about entertaining is that they don't know how to be 
when there's no audience — the cliche of the sad-faced 
clown. Speaking of which, one of the more infamous 
Lewis projects was The Day the Clown Cried, a 1972 film in 
which Lewis played a clown during the Holocaust, forced 
to entertain children on their way to the gas chamber. You 
haven't seen it. Few have. It is perhaps the most famous 
suppressed film, held from release by complicated rights 
issues, though Lewis insisted he was the one withholding 
it from public view. Whatever the case, it seems likely 
nobody will see it unless the rights issues are squared 
away. Some folks, who may have welcomed Lewis' death 
because they thought the movie would now be shown, 
will have to look elsewhere for their rare-film needs. 

In the meantime, I can muster a salute to a man 
who swung so hard for the fence while having so little 
self-awareness in his life, in his philanthropy, and in his 
art. Levy's King of Comedy theorizes convincingly that 
the obnoxious Buddy Love in Nutty Professor was not a 
parody of Dean Martin, as many assumed at the time, but 
an unwitting revelation of the real Jerry Lewis — the one 
beseeching us belligerently for cash all those Labor Days, 
the one whose anger in the film The King of Comedy feels 
all too genuine. Rage, I think, is what fueled Lewis, kept 
him alive for 91 years, and in a lot of ways kept him alone.

Seth Mendell, president emeritus of the 
Mattapoisett Historical Society, will give a lecture 
on Cuttyhunk and the Elizabeth Islands on Sunday, 
September 3 at 5:30 pm at the Mattapoisett Historical 
Society, 5 Church Street, Mattapoisett.

The German people, broken 
by defeat in the war and further punished by the allied 
Powers with heavy reparation payments, were ready 
to follow a charismatic Adolf Hitler who talked of a

master race and a thousand year Reich. In the Orient, 
the Japanese military faction gained control of the 
government and in 1936 Japanese forces began invading 
the Chinese mainland. The League of Nations during 
the inter-war years was merely a sounding board with 
no means to enforce its declarations. The League was 
also minus the United States, which had played such an 
important role in the defeat of Germany.

My dog's breath is pretty bad. Is there something 1 can 
feed him to make it smell better? 

Elevate your dogs' upper lip and look at his 
molars. They should be white and shiny. If they 
look brown near the gums you should schedule 
an appointment with you veterinarian to discuss 
a dental cleaning. Dirty teeth and the infected 
gums that usually come with them, often cause 
a foul odor, pain and the potential for tooth 
loss.
